Hi Natassia 

Attached please fined copy of the subpoenas issued to Linda Han. 

As you know the Drug Testing Lab was transferred to OPS on July 1. POL is currently operating the lab and 
is now the Keeper of the Records for same. The ADA on the case was reported to be Erin McFarland. She is 
expected back in the office today. Her number is 781-251-0216. Linda Han will be available tomorrow to 
testify if necessary. Her number is (617) - 983-4362. I will let her know she needs to attend and that 
you will be available to assist her. 

In the past the lab has provided all relevant information pertaining to the testing of the sample that is 
the subject the criminal complaint. This has included all chain of custody documentation, testing 
documentation, and lab protocols. I believe the lab has already provided this to the DA’ s office. I also 
believe that there was a retest of the sample in this case. 

When requested, the lab has not objected to providing communications it has had with County DA’ s 
regarding the investigation. I am attaching three letters written by Linda Han as the former Director of 
the Forensic Drug Lab. The letter written by Linda to all DAs dated Feb21 is a summary of what occurred 
at the lab. Linda also did a memorandum describing the changes that were made by the lab as a result of 
its investigation. Our office has provided these documents to OPS along w/a copy of the investigative 
report. However, we have not produced the investigation report w/o a court order via a R17 motion 
hearing. 

I am also sending you a copy of the motion to quash that Natalie filed on a similar case (Com.v. Abreu).
